Pamphlet of the Month 


The spread of communism, new developments in military 
technology, and the granting of political independence to 
economically underdeveloped countries pose unprecedented 
problems for the U.S. Secretary of State. His work is further 
complicated by the need to secure executive, congressional, 
military and public support for his policies. The pamphlet 
reviewed below explores for the first time the effect of foreign 
and domestic influences on the Secretary's office. 


rHE SECRETARY OF STATE, Don K. Price, ed. The Ameri- 
can Assembly, Columbia University.

Seven experts who have had important roles in 
shaping today’s State Department analyze different facets of 
the Secretary's function in individual chapters prepared for 
the recent Arden House conference. The authors, including 
Henry Wriston, Paul Nitze, Dean Acheson, Robert Bowie, 
John Dickey and William Y. Elliott, examine the Secretary's 
relationships with the President, Congress, and the public, 
and also discuss his role in policy formulation and execution. 
In a concluding chapter, Don K. Price reviews and sum- 
marizes the group’s findings. Noting the breakdown of old 
barriers between foreign and domestic policies, between war 
and peace, and between public and private affairs, Mr. Price 
asserts that the most urgent problems of the Secretary are 
organizational. No longer absorbed in matters relating to 
the ratification of treaties, the Secretary operates under “our 
unwritten constitution.” No statutes define his relationship to 
the President or to officers of other executive agencies in the 
foreign affairs field. Recent recommendations advocating a 
super-Cabinet officer for foreign affairs and regrouping of 
staff functions in the Executive Office are criticized. The par- 
ticipants agree that no statutory official should be inserted 
between the President and the Secretary. The Assembly's 
final report notes three major changes in our international 
activities: they are carried on not only by conventional di- 
plomacy but also by field programs; they affect congressional 
and executive departments other than the State Department; 
they work through multilateral organizations as: well as 
through our government. The report confirms the central role 
of the Secretary and calls for qualified ambassadors and 
deputies to assist him. Increased public understanding of the 
Secretary's work and a revitalized Policy Planning Staff are 
also given high priority by the Assembly’s delegates Y16

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OU THEAST ASIA is an excellent focus or working 
model for a study of the foreign policy problems 
facing the U.S. today. Almost every kind of problem, 
anomaly, dilemma we face in the world is exempli- 
fied there. 


The line between Communist China and her neigh- 
bors to the south is a not-so-cold front line in the cold 
war. Here we see every form of Communist expan- 
sionism, from direct military attack through infiltra- 
tion, subversion, propaganda, and a _ trade-aid of- 
fensive. 


In this kind of multiform warfare, experts agree 
that no power can prevail which does not have the 
support of the people of the area. And thus the purely 
military struggle in Laos as elsewhere is entangled 
with the other world-wide struggle — the war against 
want — the most dynamic force at work in almost every 
country in the world today. 


The rout of the old colonialism is almost complete 
in Southeast Asia, but the passions generated in that

\ll the countries of Southeast Asia covered in this 
Focus, with the exception of Thailand, achieved their 
independence after the second World War. The mag- 
nitude of their problems has been graphically de- 
scribed in the UN booklet, Helping Southeast Asia 
to Help Itself: “The governments which have assumed 
control of these newly independent countries have, 
for the most part, found themselves confronted by a 
potential wealth of which they knew relatively little 
and by the very present certainty of an underem- 
ployed, illiterate and disease-ridden population.” 
The United Nations and its Specialized Agencies 
have been assisting these governments in their cam- 
paigns to overcome such problems. Chief coordinating 
organ is the UN Economic and Social Council, re- 
sponsible for all activities aimed at the improvement

long struggle are still pervasive. Voting records at the 
UN provide some measure of how heavily U.S. policies 
on colonial questions still weigh in the political 
balance. 


The U.S. is one of many strong contenders for trade 
in Southeast Asia. A major rival is Japan, in whose 
prosperity and stability we have so large a stake—and 
thus we have a prime example of the dilemmas we so 
often face when two or more equally valid objectives 
conflict with one another. 


This Focus lists many sources of information, pri- 
vate and public, national and international. All of 
them together cannot answer the multiplicity of these 
and other questions this diverse and vital area raises 
for our government and for ourselves. 


But if life is, as Samuel Butler said, “the art of 
drawing sufhcient conclusions from insufficient prem- 
ises,” we hope this Focus may prove helpful in our 
inescapable need to find our own wisest role in the 
multiform struggle now going on in Southeast Asia.

UN Economic Commission 
for Asia and the Far East (ECAFE) 


ECAFE, an organization of the countries belonging 
to or having interests in the region, was created by 
the Economic and Social Council in 1947 for the 
purpose of furthering measures leading to the eco- 
nomic development of the region. ECAFE deals with 
practically all important branches of Asian economic 
life, holding meetings and seminars, undertaking

research projects and preparing studies. It is empow- 
ered to make recommendations for governmental and 


intergovernmental action and to render advisory 
services to governments on request. In addition, it 
assists the Economic and Social Council in carrying 


out technical assistance programs in the region. 


The Commission holds annual sessions, attended 
by high-ranking government officials and experts. It 
has established three Standing Committees—Commit- 
tce on Industry and Natural Resources, Committee 
on Trade, and Inland Transport and Communica- 
tions Committee. ECAFE reports annually to the 
Economic and Social Council and cooperates closely 
with the Specialized Agencies.

Expanded Program of Technical Assistance (EPTA) 


EPTA was created in 1949 by the Economic and 
Social Council and the General Assembly to help the 
economically less developed countries of the world, 
at the request of their governments, to raise their 
living standards, modernize their industries and de- 
velop their natural resources through an _ interna- 
tional sharing of technical skills and knowledge. The 
largest proportion of EPTA’s funds, obtained by 
voluntary annual contributions from governments, 
“has been spent among the great populations of 
Southeast Asia and the Far East.” The funds are 
shared by nine participating organizations—United 
Nations Technical Assistance (UNTA) and eight of 
the Specialized Agencies. Their activities are coor- 
dinated by the Technical Assistance Board, consisting 
of an executive chairman and representatives of the 
participating organizations. The Board reports to a 
standing committee of the Economic and Social Coun- 
cil, the Technical Assistance Committee. 


EPTA funds supplement funds for technical aid 
services from the regular budgets of the UN and the 
Specialized Agencies, which come from annual mem- 
bership dues.

Che Special Fund was created by the General Assem- 
bly in 1958 to assist in the pre-investment financing 
of natural resource surveys, research establishments 
and training institutes. It does not itself engage in 
field operations, but subcontracts the execution of 
approved projects to the UN and certain of its Spe- 
cialized Agencies. Its Governing Council, composed 
of representatives of nine less developed and nine 
more industrialized nations, reports annually to the 
Economic and Social Council. ECOSOC reviews the 
Fund’s administration and operations, particularly 
their relation to the Expanded Program of Technical 
Assistance.

The Colombo Plan is bilateral in operation, since 
each nation prepares its own development plan, and 
negotiations for assistance are conducted directly be- 
tween the donor and the receiving country. Countries 
within the region, such as India, as well as those 
outside it, also provide aid to members. 

Colombo Plan members in the area receive both 
economic aid and technical assistance. Capital aid 
takes the form of grants and loans for national de- 
velopment projects. Technical assistance, provided 
under the Colombo Plan Technical Cooperation 
Scheme, consists of specialized equipment, including 
machinery, farm equipment, transport vehicles and 
laboratory equipment; the services of experts and 
technicians in agriculture, industry, energy and wel 
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fare activities; and the training of students from the 
area in advanced technology. Commodities, including 
food grains, fertilizers and consumer goods are also 
supplied. 

\ multilateral approach to the development of 
the Colombo Plan countries is provided through the 
Colombo Plan Consultative Committee, the principal 
organ of the Plan. Composed of representatives of 
member governments and meeting once a year, it 
reviews the progress and problems of development in 
member countries, and suggests ways in which co- 
operative assistance can be promoted. The Colombo 
Plan Council for Technical Cooperation in South 
and Southeast Asia supervises and coordinates the 
operations of the Technical Cooperation Scheme and 
disseminates information on the Plan. It is assisted 
by the Colombo Plan Bureau.

Southeast Asia Treaty Organization (SEATO) 


SEATO is a delensive alliance through which its 
members cooperate to provide for their security 
against armed aggression and subversion in Southeast 
\sia and to promote the economic progress and social 
well-being of their people. Members of the organiza- 
tion, established by a treaty signed September 8, 
1954, are Australia, France, New Zealand, Pakistan, 
Philippines, Thailand, United Kingdom and United 
States, 

Member governments agree that in the event of 
aggression against any of the parties, cach would 
take action to meet the common danger in accord- 
ance with its own constitutional processes. The 
Treaty also extends protection to Cambodia, Laos 
and South Viet-Nam. SEATO has no military forces 
under its own command, but relies on the armed 
forces of its member nations. Members hold joint 
military exercises, coordinate their defense policies 
and conduct defense aid and training programs. 

In the economic field, SEATO research provides 
member governments with the information they need 
to plan their national development programs. Aid 
is given through bilateral agreements, such as that 
of the U.S., through the Colombo Plan and through 
the United Nations. SEATO also conducts its own 
economic projects, such as the establishment of a 
SEATO Graduate School of Engineering in Bangkok. 

Culturally, SEATO sponsors research fellowships, 
student scholarships and round tables of scholars.

[his section describes information services and mate- 
rials from organizations primarily concerned with the 
Southeast Asia area as well as from other nongovern- 
mental organizations whose interest in the area is 
only one element in a larger public affairs program. 
It is divided into these categories: 1) Organizations 
with major programs in the area; 2) Study Materials 
issued by other organizations; 3) Additional Publi- 
cations gathered from a variety of sources; 4) Tech- 
nical Assistance programs conducted in Southeast 
\sia by various voluntary groups. 


American Friends of Vietnam* 


Organized “in support of a free and democratic Re- 
public of Vietnam,” American Friends of Vietnam 
conducts a program of information and education 
in the U.S. and provides grants and other assistance 
to institutions in Vietnam. 


In the U.S., the organization distributes printed 
materials, holds lectures, meetings and conferences 
and suggests speakers on Vietnam. It also aids Viet- 
namese students enrolled in academic institutions 
and other training programs here and has established 
a scholarship fund to assist such students to continue 
or complete their training. 

The organization assists the University of Hue in 
Vietnam, sending technical journals and pharmaceu- 
ticals to its newly opened medical school, and books 
and periodicals, mainly in the social sciences and 
English and American literature, to its Central Li- 
brary. The same type of literature is sent to the 
Central Library of the University of Saigon. The 
group also sends school supplies, drugs and other 
equipment to the Center for Mountaineers, established 
by the Catholic Redemptorist Fathers. The Center 
serves some 12,000 mountaineers in 75 villages, oper- 
ating two schools for children, giving food, clothing, 
school supplies and medical care to students and fur- 
nishing medical care, clothing and relief supplies to 
the villagers.

People-to-People Health Foundation* 


Project HOPE is the principal activity of the People 
to-People Health Foundation, “a private, independ 
ent, nonprofit corporation formed to carry out a 
program of cooperation in the field of health between 
people in the U.S. and people in friendly nations.” 
The project involves using a hospital ship as a float- 
ing medical center and school in the countries to 
which it is invited. Southeast Asia has been selected 
as the first area of operation. Now in Indonesia on 
its year-long maiden voyage, the S. §. HOPE I will 
also visit Viet-Nam and Pakistan. 

The ship is staffed with 60 American physicians, 
dentists, nurses and medical technicians. In addition, 
a rotating group of 35 physicians will be flown to 
the ship for four-month tours. The ship serves as a 
school to teach modern American medical and dental 
skills to local personnel and as a 230-bed floating 
hospital for treatment of patients. About half of 
the medical staff is grouped into mobile teams and 
sent inland to train technicians and others. 

Project HOPE (Health Opportunity for People 
Everywhere) is financed by donations from private 
American sources. 


Success Story, a free four-page brochure, contains 
photographs and editorial comments by Indonesian 
and U.S. newspapers on the project.

Agricultural Missions* 


The center of services for Protestant churches and 
voluntary agencies working in Burma, Malaya, Thai- 
land and the Philippines, Agricultural Missions pro- 
vides leadership training, field counseling, seeds and 
other materials for overseas workers, planning and 
support for training centers, youth programs and 
extension services. Planning assistance and continu- 
ing support are given to such local self-help projects 
as cooperative associations, credit societies and cottage 
industries. 


American Association of 
Colleges for Teacher Education* 


Through an Interinstitutional Affiliation Project, the 
\ssociation aids American colleges in establishing 
affiliation with colleges in other parts of the world 
to exchange information about their teacher-training 
programs. For example, Stout State College, Meno- 
monio, Wisconsin, and Cebu School of Arts and 
Trades, Cebu City, the Philippines, have maintained 
affiliation for two years, exchanging publications, 
exhibits and instructional materials. 


American Medical Center for Burma* 


The Center sends funds and American pharmaceuti- 
cal, medical and surgical supplies to the Namkham 
Hospital and Nursing School in Burma.

Technical assistance arm of the National Council 
of the Churches of Christ in the U.S.A., CWS con- 
ducts programs of reconstruction, rehabilitation and 
relief in Malaya, Burma, Indonesia and Viet-Nam. 
Programs include distribution of clothing, bedding, 
food and vitamins and medical supplies to famine 
and disaster areas.
